Washington, June 
Taft, in his candidacy for the presi- 
dential nomination in 1912, 
ceive the unpualified indorsement of 
former-President Roosevelt, which will 
be uttered just as cordially as it was 
prior to the campaign of 1908. This Is 
the best political news Mr. Taft has 
received in many months and it comes 
to him in a manner that leaves no 
doubt as to ts authenticity. 

The information that Colonel Roose- 
velt, under no circumstances will al- 
lew his name to be presented to the 
republican national convention was 
conveyed to the white house several 
days ago, but it did not become known 
until tonight. That Colonel Roosevelt 
feelg that the Taft administration 
‘should be continued was brought out 
partly as the result of a cordial greet- 
4ng between the two men at the Car- 
dinal Gibbons jubilee in Baltimore to- 
day. 

May Take Stump for Taft. 
" Whether the Roosevelt approval of 
Mr. Taft's candidacy will go far 
enough to take the former into the 
campaign as an active stump speaker 
is problematical, but that the force 
‘of his personality will be with the 


president is assured. This fact is not 


expected to prove pleasing to repub- 
Jicans who have made no secret of 
their desire to bring Colonel Roosevelt 
forward as a formidable rival for the 


1812 nomination. 

. Many of these republicans no doubt 
will refuse to abandon hope until 
Colonel Roosevelt himself, in quoted 
statement, announces his position, and 
thus breaks ‘the silence concerning the 
administration which he has maintain- 
ed since landing in New York on his 
return from his African hunt. 

The information that Colonel Roose- 
vyelt would be found aligned with the 
president, rather than against him, 
was brought directly to Mr. Taft from 
Mr. Roosevelt by a mutual friend high 
in official life who was connected with 
with the Roosevelt and Taft adminis- 
trations in a capacity that enabled him 
to gain and retain the confidence, in 
fact, the warm personal friendship of 
both men. . 

The Meeting at Baltimore. 

The meeting at Baltimore between 

the president and Mr. Roosevelt was 


only incidental to the celebration of 


the Cardinal Gibbons jubilee, but it 
was an incident that awakened the 
political interest of the senators and 
congressmen and others in official life 
who saw the two men together. 

They met first in the reception room 
in the Fifth regiment armory, where 
the jubilee celebration was held. They 
talked together for ten minutes. They 
shook hands with old friends; they 
chatted, laughed and behaved just as 
they used to do when Mr. Roosevelt 
was in the white house and Mr, Taft 
was secretary of war. They carried 
the spirit of friendship up to the plat- 
form and sitting side by side they con- 
wersed in undertones through much of 
the afternoon. 

Mr. Roosevelt was also glad to see 
former-Speaker Cannon; he shook 
hands heartily with Vice-President 
Sherman; he expressed the greatest 
pleasure at seeing Senator Penrose, 

and of course, Senators Root and 
Lodge, old friends, came in for the 
old-time affectionate greetings. Alto- 
gether the scene resembled a repub- 
lican love feast. 

“Hello Theodore!’ Said Taft. 

Mr. Roosevelt reached Baltimore be- 
fore the president and was waiting 
' gor him at the armory. 

“Hello, Mr. President,” he said in 
the high-pitched voice that Washing- 
ton used to Know so well. “I'm so 
glad to see you. I want to inquire 
about Mrs, Taft.” | 

“Hello, Theodore,” the president re- 
plied. ‘“‘How are you?” , 

“Where's Afchie?” 
quired a minute later, looking around 
for Major A. W. Butt, who was his 
personal aide in.his white house days, 
and who is now aide to Mr. Taft. 

After he had spoken to Senator Root, 
been introduced to Secretary Hillis and 
said some nice things about everybody 
in the party he was taken aside by 
the president. The two men were to- 
gether about ten minutes beyond ear 
range of any other person. Afterwards 
it was said that they talked about 
“Mrs. Taft's health.” The president 
invited the colonel to come to Wash- 
ington on June 19, to be his guest in 
the white house at his silver wedding 
anniversary. Mr. Roosevelt said jhe 
would try to manage it. 

Colonel Ready for Them Al}.

Committee Named at Kimball 
House Meeting Will Get to 
Work at Once to Prepare a 
New City Charter for Submis- 
sion to Solons and People. 


Five representative Atlantans, ap- 
pointed yesterday, will meet at noon 
today in the office of Charles Hopkins 
in the - Empire building to be- 
gin the work of drafting a commis- 
sion government charter for Atlanta, 
a charter which will: be sent to the 
legislature this sumnfer and the people 
of the city next fall. 

Robert F. Maddox, ex-mayor and 
former president of the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce; Charles T. Hopkins, 
one of the south’s most eminent attor- 
neys; Alex C. King, an attorney noted 
for his ability along constitutional 
and legislatives lines; Julian Harris, 
a widely-known journalist and editor 
of Uncle Remus’ Home Magagine, and 
Luther H. Still, one of the city’s most 
prominent figures in labor circles and 
president of the Atlanta Typographical 
union compose the committee. 

Fred J. Paxon, president of the At- 

lanta Chamber of Commerce, and one 
of the most enthusiastic supporters of 
commission government, is ex-officio 
member of the committee. 
Into the hands of these gentlemen, 
representing, as they do, many fields 
of endeavor, the 200-odd people who 
gathered at the Kimball house Tues- 
day morning for the purpose of inau- 
gurating a commission government 
campaign, have intrusted the impor- 
tant work of drafting a commission 
charter which is to be sent to the 
legislature this summer and then to 
be carried before the voters of the city 
next December. 

Initiative and Recall. 
While, in a large measure the mat- 
ter of the new charter has been left 
to the discretion of the committee, 
resolutions introduced by James R. 
Gray and unanimously adopted, provide 
that the charter shall contain ample 
provisions for initiative, referendum 
and recall. 

The resolution also carried with it 
the declaration that it is not the in- 
tention of the committee of 100, or 
of any the backers of the commission 
government, to bind any voter of the 
city to any charter which may be 
adopted by the legislature, setting out 
that it is only by the passage of a bill 
making such a charter possible, that 
the people of the city may have an 
opportunity of accepting or rejecting 
it at the polls.

COUNTY SELLS FOR $209,232 


by the county last @aturday brings up 
a very interesting bit of history 
which shows the wonderful increase 
of real estate values near Atlanta. 
Fulton county bought the property 
in three different lots and at three 
different times. 

In 1869 the county bought fron 
the Mechanics Building and Loan Com- 
pany two hundred and two and a half 
acres for $1,000. 

In 1877, the county needing more 
land for an alms farm, bought forty- 
three acres from J. L. Mathewson for | 
$705. 

More land being needed, the county 
bought, in 1881, seventy-seven acres 
from Henry Irby for $770. 

This made a total of three hundred 
and twenty-two and a half acres, and 
the total amount paid by the. county 
for the entire tract of land was only 
$2,475. 3 

It will be seen that the first pur- 
chase was made forty-two years ago, 
the second purchasé thirty-four years 
ago, and the third and last purchase 
thirty years ago. « 

Now, after a lapse of forty-two, 
thirty-four and thirty years, the same 
tract of land that cost only $2,475. 


has been sold for $209,232.53.

The sale of the almshouse property'bought for about $7.50 an acre, and 


sold for about $650 an acre. 

There were two sales of the prop- 
erty. On June 26, 1909, more than one- 
third of the land, including the valua- 
ble Peachtree road frontage, was sold 
at auctién, and from the sale was real- 
ized $69,690.76. 

Last week the remainder, or nearly 
two-thirds of the property, was sold 
at auction for $139,541.77. It was 
thought two years ago that the prop- 
erty brought an exceedingly high price, 
and yet that price was small as com- 
pared with the sales made last week. 


WHile the property enhancea tremen-} 


dously in value between the date of pur- 
chase and the first sale, there. was still 
further increase .in value between the} 
time of the first sale and the second. 

A county official remarked after the 
sale last week that if Fulton county 
had gone into the real estate business 
some thirty or forty years ago, and 
had bought a few thousand acres of 
land where the alms farm was located, 
it would now have enough money = to 
build one of the handsomest.. court- 
houses in the country. _

President Taft, Ex-President 
Roosevelt, Chief Justice White 
and Others Present at Balti- 
more Meeting---Principal Ad- 
dress Made bid President Taft. 


Raltimore, Md., June 6.—James Car- 
dinal Gibbons gmisseq@ his afternoon’s 
walk today. For the first. time in 
years, one of the very few in the 
twenty-five years that he has been 
the only prince of the Catholic Church 
in the United States, he missed that 
afternoon strohi over the streets of 
Baltimore where he listened to banker 
and beggar and took to heart the 
troubles of “bis people.” 

Instead of the; walk that had be- 
come a feature of that part of the 
city in which he lived, the cardinal 
sat this afternoon on the temporary 
stage in the ' Regiment Anmory 
and listened to the great men of the 
nation speak in, eulogy of his life. 

President Taft, Vice President Sher- 
man, Chief Justice White, former Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, Ambassader Bryce, of 
Great Britain, Speaker Clark, Senator 
Root, of New York; Governor Crothers, 
of Maryland; former Speaker Cannon 
and Mayor Preston, of Baltimore, sat 
with the cardina] and all except -the 
chief justice spoke in praise of him. 
Among the 600 guests seated on the 
platform behind the president, the 
cardinal and the other speakers, were 
»emore than a score of senators, and 
members of the house of representa- 
tives. 

A Distinguished Gathering. 

Probably a more distinguished gath- 
ering was never heard in this country 
Outside of Washington, and the wheels 
of government came pretty near to a 
stop while those who sit in charge 
over them paid honor to the cardinal. 
The armory holds 16,000 persons, its 


the. doors. 

The cardinal sat in a red plush chair 
in the center of the stage. To hig right 
was President Taft, then came former 
President Roosevelt and Chief Justice 
White, and on the cardinal’s left were 
Governor Crothers, of Maryland; Am- 
bassador Bryce, Speaker Clark and Rep- 
resentative Cannon. The ovation which 
greeted the cardinal as he climbed the 
stairs with President Taft was remark- 
able. 

The cardinal wore the red robe, the 
skull cap of red and -the deep green 
ring of office. Through all the speeches 
he sat smiling, every changing expres- 
sion of nis face and eyes attesting to 
the pleasure this tribute afforded him. 

He smiled like a boy when President 
Taft introduced him to Mr. Koosevelt; 
he laughed with glee when the chief 
justice shook his hand, and the ghost 
of a grin flickered over his face when 
Speaker Clark, mixing for a moment 
politics with religion, said thet he had 
been a potent force for good “among 
both Catholics and republicans.” 

President Taft Speaks. 

Following Governor Crothers, who 
presided, President Taft made the first 
speech. He said in part: 

“This assembly, I venture to say, 
can find few counterparts in history. 
We are met as AmefFican citizens to 
congratulate the American: primate of 
one of the great churches of the world 
upon the 25th anniversary of his acces- 
sion to the highest office in his church, 
“but one, and upon the 50th anniver- 
sary of his entering the church as one 
of its priests. 

‘We are not here as members of any 
denomination. We are not here in any 
official capacity. But we are Nere to 
recognize and honor in him his high 
virtues as a patriotic member of our 
political community and one - Who 
through his long and useful life has 
spared no efforts in the cause of good 
citizenship and the uplifting of his 
fellowmen. 

“As American citizens we are proud 
that his prominence in the church 
brought hi 25 years ago, the rank of 
| cardinal. The rarity with which this} 
rank is conferred in his church upon 
bishops and priests so far from Home 
is an indication of the position which 
he had won among his fellow church- 
-men. But what we are especially de- 
lighted to see confirmed in him and his 
lite is the entire consistency which he 
has demonstrated between earnest and 
singie-minaed patriotism. and i0ve of 
cvuuntry, oh the one hand, and sincere 
devotion to his church on the qther,

The cemetery commission has ten- 
dered its resignation to the mayor.and 
general council of Atlanta to take ef - 
fect immediately. 

Displeased by the action of the cem- 
etery committee {n introducing a res- 
olution in council abolishing the posi-" 
tions of superintendent and registrar, 
without consulting the commission, the 
commissioners at their meeting yester- 
day morning in the office of Chairman 
Thomson, drew up an interesting re- 
port, concluding with the statement: 
“We each and all positively decline to 


builders say, and it was crowded to] serve longer on said commission.” 


This report was signed by William 
S. Thomegon, chairman; George 5. 
Lowndes, John Berkele and J. A. Fisch- 
er. Dr. Joseph Jacobs, the other mem- 
ber of the commission, is not in the 
city at present. 

The commission points out that the 
services of the superintendent and the 
registrar are greatly needed, that they 
are competent inen, and that their 
places cannot be filled by cheaper men. 

Chairman Thomson states that the 
commission was nc. even consulted in 
regard to the resolution which was in- 
troduced calling for the abolishment 
of, the’°two positions, and that it was 
not treated with even ordinary cour- 
tesy. 

In connection with the resignation of 
the commission, it is stated that Coun- 
cilman Carl Guess, who is chairman 
of the committee, and ex-officio mem- 
ber of the commission, has never at- 
tended but one meeting of the com- 
mission, and aimits that he was never 
in the cemetery but once, and that time 
on Memorial day. 

Report of Commission. 

The report of the commission is as 
follows: 

“To the mayor and general council of 
the city of Atlanta: 


“Your cemetery commission, having 
considered the address or report of 
the cemetery committee, made you or 
the fifth instant, as also the  ordi- 
nanee based thereon, abolishing the 
position. of superintendent and regis- 
trar, which have been referred to us 
for report thereon, beg leave to_re- 
port as follows: 

“We respectfully submit that’ the 
allegations of the- address or report 
are unwarranted; that there has 
been and will be, at least for the re- 
mainder of this year, great need for 
the services of the superintendent and 
the registrar; that the labors of said 
‘officials required and still require the 
highest -skil} in the.-positions which 
they. respectfully fill, ana could not 
have been or now, properly dis- 
charged by cheap men. 

“Their. labors, when investigated, 
will speak for’ them and -justify the 
commission, even with the cemetery 
committee, in employing them, and 
securing for them ‘commensurate sal- 
aries. 

“Your commissioners were 
without their solicitation or desire 
even, and have serveq without any 
eompengation, and at personal- expense,

“And with reciprocity disposed of,” 
Senator Stone said, today, “I- should 
Say that we ought to stay here until 
we merge this session into the next:

What Root Amendment Provides. 


The amendment offered by Senator 
Root provides that the paper and wood 
pulp séction of the bill shall not be in 
force until the president “shall have 
satisfactory evidence and shall make 
proclamation that such wood pulp, 
paper and board, being the products of 
the United States, are admitted into all 
the provinces of Caneda free of duty.” 

It is contended by its opponents that 

the amendment, raising the question 
of the Dominion government's jurisdic- 
tion over the provinces, will endanger 
the measure. 

The committee endeavored to agree 
on a date for a vote on the measure. 
It was apparent that the members. fa- 
vored July 15, and a recommendation 
probably will be made to the senate 
to this effect when the bill is reported.

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In Democratic Report in Favor 
Of More. Tariff: Revision 


Taft’s Attack on Wool Sched- 
ule Is Quoted and His Silence, 
While It Was Being Passed, 
Is Criticised--Withholding of 
Data by Board Also Criticised. 


Washington, June 6.~Sharply criti- 
cising President Taft, the republicans 
and the tariff board, the report on 
the Underwood wool bill was sub- 
mitted to the house today by the 
democratic members of the ways and 
means committee. Quoting President 
Taft’s addresses after the passage of 
the Payne-Aldrich bill, in which he de- 
clared that “the woolen schedule is in- 
defensible, and I propose to say so,” 
the report says: | 


“Had the president made these pub- 
lic admissions earlier, while the tariff 
of 1909 was under consideration by 
congress, his declarations would have 
been of real service to the people and 
would have enabled them to protest 
against the betrayal of the public 
welfare to private greed.” 


The report continues: 


“The president’s silence at that time, 
and his approval of the act of 1909 
makes it impossible for him to evade 
his full share of responsibility for the 
failure of revision which he now 
admits.’’ 


The Withholding of Data. 


The report deals at some length with 
the attitude of the administration in 
not communicating to congress data on 
the “steel trust’ and other industries 
now being investigateq and the fail- 
ure of the tariff board to communicate 
data on the woolen industry. 

“The pogition of the tariff board 
appears to be,” says the report, “that 
they, in conference with and under the | 
sole control of the president, shal] be 
the sole judges as to what part of 
the data they collect may be 
to be of service for purposes of leg- 
islation; ang this situation must be 
considered with reference to the 
viewpoint of the president concerning 
tariff legislation.

“It is, therefore, not impossible that! 
there may be some such delay in the; 
communication to the congress of sta- 
tistical information collected by the 
tariff board concerning wool and 
woolen goods, as there has been in com- 
municating to congress of making pub- 
lic the data by the bureau of corpora- 
tions concerning invéstigations of the 
steel and other industries.” 


Further Delay Objectionable. 
The report maintains that any 
further delay in the revision of the 
wool and woolen schedule would be 
objectionable to the public. In ex- 
plaining the determination of the com- 


mittee not to put raw woo] on the 
free list, buf to reduce the present 
duty to 20 per cent ad valorem, the 
committee insists, as fhe democratic 
Caucus did, that the duty “is not to 
be construed as an abandonment of 


any democratic policy.” 

“The present situation of the treas- 
ury,’ the report states, .“‘requires that 
the revenue fram customs duties in 
the immediate future be matntained as 
approximately the total of the fiscal 
year 1910.’’ 

All the democratic members. of the 
Ways and means committee, with the 
exception of Francis Burton Harrison, 
of New York, signed. the report. 

Republicans Criticise Measure. 

The minority report is signed by 
Representatives Payne, Dalzell, Need- 
ham and Longworth. 

“For purely political reasons,” 
says, “this cold-blooded measure is 
brought forward. If it could become 
a law, it would slaughter sheep as in 
1894 and close the mills much more 
universally.” 

The bill is not drawn on lines for 
the production of revenue of raw 
wool, the minority report contends, 
and adds that “with a duty of 20 per 
cent on wool, the duty on. manufac- 
tured cloth is too low to enable our 
manufacturers to pay the wool duty 
ang still compete with imported 
cloths.”

PARDON ASKED > 
FOR PREACHER 


Strong arguments were presented to 
the prison commission yesterday after- 
noon in behalf of a pardon for J. A. 
Kimmons, the Baptist minister of Gil- 
mer county, who is serving a sentence 
of eight years in the penitentiary for 
the killing of Carter Lingerfelt, in the 
yard of a little church where Kim- 
mons was for many years a pastor. 

Kimmons’ application for pardon was 
presented and argued by Attorneys 
Herbert Clay and A. N. Edwards. They 
declared that Lingerfelt was the ag- 
gressor; that he was a member of what 
was known as the “whisky crowd,” 
which had been condemned by Kim- 
mons, and that prior to the trouble 
which resulted in his death he had 
disturbed worship in Kimmons’ church. 

They also made the declaration that 


was a man whom he has caused to be 
dismissed from his church for lying 
and for stealing sheep, and that twenty- 
five witnesses who testified against 
Kimmons admitted that they had feel- 
ing against him and admitted that they 
would believe the principal witness on 
oath, although they knew he had been 
dismissed from the church. 

One of the most dramatic features 
of the hearing was the appeal made in 
behalf of Kimmons by A. J. Ponder, of 
Gilmer county, a deacon in Kimmons’ 
church.

LAW AGAINST 


[NEW YORK PASSES DRASTIC 
“PISTOL-TOTEI 


; Albany, Wy ¥., dune tbpeetsn \— 
The signature of Governor Dix on the 
bill introduced by Senator T. D. Sulli- 
van, of New York city, and passed by 
both houses of the New York state | 
legislature adds to the penal code of 
the state a law. which, if enforced - to 
the letter, is expected to do away 
with many of the serious consequences 
which have heretofore attended the 
promiscuous carrying of firearms and 
other weapons within the borders of 
the state. The bill, which becomes 
chapter 195 of the laws of 1911, as is 
the custom with additions to the penal 
code, becomes effective September 1. 
There are s@veral. new features to 
the bill.. In the first place it makes it 
a felony not only to carry firearms, ex- 
cept in plain sight, as when held in 
the hands, but adds to the list the 
blackjack, sandbag, biudgeon, razor, 
Stiletto or other dangerous or deadly 
weapon or instrument. The act of car- 
rying concealed weapons of any na- 
ture by any person over 16 years of 
age is changed from a felony to a 
misdemeanor. The effect of this change 
the offense punishable by 
imprisonment or fine, or both, instead 
of merely by fine, as heretofore. The 
carrying of any form of concealed

The new statute also adds to the 
penal code a section requiring persons 
who sel] firearms to keep registers in 
which shall be entered the name, age, 
occupation. and residence of every pur- 
chaser, together with the number or 
other mark of identification of the fire- 
arm. It also stipulates that the seller 
shall require the purchaser to produce 
a permit for carrying a firearm if such 
a permit is required by law.

‘During the past year there ,have 
been 160 pupils enrolled in the night 
school at Wesley, with. .an average at- 
tendanee of 65. ‘The pupils ranged fm 
age from children of tweive years. old 
to married men and women who haye 
here for the first ‘time learned to Tread 
and write and to use figures sufficient- 
ly well to attend: to their own business 
affairs intelligently. 

“Of the six rooms on the upper: floor 
of the building. five are -wsed- by the 
sehool, only three, however, being 
equipped with desks, the other two 
having only tables and chairs, The 
rooms are not well ventilated, have 
no shades at the windows, and the 
walls are very shabby and unattrac- 
tive. These young ‘people who work 
all day in a bare, cheerless mill, and 
zo home at night to ugly. unattractive 
homes, should find here the opportuni- 
ty to spend a few hours in bright 
cheerful surroundings, with white cur- 
tains and a few good pictures, the 
rooms themselves being a means of 
education to them. 

“The board of education furnishes 
five teachers for the school four eve- 
nings in the week. 

“One of the valuable features of the 
school is the social opportunities fur- 
nished the boys and girls in good sur- 
roundings and under proper chaperon- 
age. An entertainment of some sort 
has been given once a month, and 
Professor Slaton and other members 
of the school board have been 
on some of these occasions. Much can 
be done in the way of education Db) 
furnishing good forms of entertain- 
ment, and there are many such feat- 
ures that can be introduced Into the 
year’s work. 

“As long as there are voung people 
going to work early in life,. thus cheat- 
ed of their rightful opportunities for 
education, so long will there.. be a 
place for the night school in the: com- 
munity. It gives the: boys: and girls 
who work in tthe day time the means 
of advancement in their trades as well 
as the mental training that stimulates 
ambition for better things, and by us- 
ing the evenings profftably, lessens the 
opportunities for temptation into evil 
habits and provides safe amusements, 


A Pertinent Question. 


“At the same time, can we expect 
boys and girls who have worked hard 
all day. often underfed and living. in 
unsanitary conditions, to study at 
night with any great results? Ouaht 
not these voung people to have the 
opportunity that is rightfully theirs, 
of education such as is given to other 
young people in the day schools? 
Should not Georgia have a compulsory 
education law that would prevent these 
children from entering the mills before 
thelr strength is developed, and be- 
fore they have acquired the mental 
development that they should have to 
make life safe and happy? Should not 
we do all in our power to bring that 
jaw about: each woman  connetced 
with the city board of missions suing 
all her influence with the members of 
the state legislature, urging such a 
law whenever possible? 

The Many Departments. 

The board of management in the last 
report of the settlement work, in refer- 
ence to the class of people reached, 
stated: : 

“Into the lives of some of the finest, 
strongest women of Atlanta there came 
the realization that the true spirit of 
the Man of Galilee meant more than a 
selfish enjoyment of the creature com- 
forts and the spiritual riches for them- 
selevs and their own. Not for noto- 
riety, nor glory, nor because it was ‘the 
thing to do,’ but because of hearts over- 
flowing with love and a desire for jus- 
tice and right for the other self they 
determined to take up some small, but 
definite work in their own city. In 
doing this they hoped to help and 
broaden the lives of other women and 
little children. 

“The Methodist city mission board 
have already been doing this, it is true, 
but they felt they must choose some 
particular place for concentration and 
co-operation. 

“In considering their field for work 
they decided to begin work in a spot 
ust out of the heart of the city and 
Seg of Oakiand cemetery.

So far, the course 
of study extends through one year. 

Last year much effort was required 
to arouse an interest in this work 
among the methers and girls. Now, 
they come and ask to join. 

There are seVen classes, each with a 
membership of six, making an enrol- 
ment of forty-two. One of these classes 
is composed of grown women—who 
realize the value of the work to such 
an extent that they ure willing to spend 
two hours in the ‘evening, learning bet- 
ter ways of preparing food. 

No child under ten years of age is al- 
lowed to enroll. 

The.pupils seem to derive much pleas- 
ure from the work, as a result of which 
the attcndance has been fairly good. 

Secial Phases. 


The. social phase of the settlement 
work includes a young woman's club 
with the motte, ‘No time for anger. 
The club meetings include reading and 
music and similar pas- 
times and-recreation. 

There is the Boys’ club, with a splen- 
did athletic department, mothers’ clubs 
and children’s clubs, and then. the very 
excellent institution of the mutual ,aid 
fund, the penny provident fund, a li’ 
brary and reading room and a. depart- 
ment for the promotion of religious 
interests. ’ 

Co-Operation. 

In the work of the settlement the 
board of managers recognizes the ‘co- 
operation of other organizations and 
individuals in the following statement: 

The settlement co-operates with the 
city warden and the Associated. Chari- 
ties. In this. way frauds are often 
weeded out and worthy cases are given 
substantial help and put on their feet. 
With the vagrant officer and probation 
officer the Wesley House works hand 
in hand. 

The settlement can never fuil to be 
thankful for the hearty co-operation it 
has had with the Fulton Bag:and-Cot- 
ton Miils. We could not have stood 
without the co-operation of Mr. Oscar 
B!isas, one-.of. the mill owners. The 
company gives.us $600 .a year, besides 
the building and repairs... They built 
a fence around the yard that the nurs- 
ery children might have a place in 
which to play. They have put in 
shower baths. They have sought our

“The Aldrich ourrency plan which is 
being advocated -all over.the country 
by progressive bankers, is meeting 
with general approval. The plan has 
been universally indorsed by all the 
state bankers’ associations where it 
has been explained .as .Congressman 
Vreeland will explain it during the 
convention at Tybee. Almost without 
exception these peéple who are opposed 
to the plan are those who have not 
made a study of the idea or who do not 
understand it.” 

Mr. Farnsworth says a decided im- 
provement .has taken place in general 
financial da business conditions 
sice the trust decisions were handed 
down. 

"The trust decisions aswell as the 
railroad rate and ‘corporation tax de- 
cisions did much to clear the atmos- 
phere,” said Mr. Farnsworth. ‘There 
is now a general good feeling in finan- 
cial and business: circles, there is a 
better demand for money and a higher 
interest rate prevaiis.

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New York, June 6.—The failure of 
weather reports to indicate any gen- 
éral or important precipitation in the 
south beyond scattering showers in the 
eastern belt, and a bullish weekly 
weather bureau report, caused a re- 
newal of the upward movement in the 
cotton market today and something re- 
sembling a scare of new crop shorts, 
as a result of which the market closed 
firm, with August unchanged, but with 
other positions showing a net advance 
of 5 to 14 points. ' 

The opening was barely steady at 4 
decline of 1 to 6 points, in response to 
rather lower cables than expected and 
reports of showers in the eastern belt, 
including the Carolinas, There was 
nothing on the early map to indicate 
any important rainfall in the sections 
complaining of drought, howevtr, ex- 
pectations of a bullish weekly weather 
report checked any aggressive selling, 
and the market soon firmed up on 
scattéred covering, buying by trade 
interests and support of new crop 
months by brokers supposed to be op- 
erating for the old crop bull leaders. 
The weather belt forecast for clear 
weather nelped the advance, and, while 
the eastern belt forecast was for un- 
settled weather or showers, the weekly 
weather report proved quite as bullish 
as expected, and after its publication 
the market showed increasing strength 
and activity. Not only was there more 
or less general covering in the new 
crop months, but there also seemed to 
be considerable fresh buying for long 
account, stop-loss orders were caught 
on the advaice and October cotton 
sold up to 13.57 or 16 points above the 
closing figures of last night and over 
$2 per bale above the price ruling 
just after the publication éf the gov- 
ernment favcrable condition report last 
week. In the late trading, the uneasi- 
ness of the short interest extended 
from the new into the old crop poai- 
tions, with July selling up to 15.93, or 
to within 20 points of the high record 
established last month. The close was 
only a little off from the best.

Cotton futures opened quiet at a deciine of 
2 to 6 potnmts on poor cables and showers in 
the eastern half of the cotton belt. In spite 
of the advantage given the bear side, no great 
amount of selling was done and the market 
had a very steady undertone. A moderate de- 
mand for long account sprung up on the de- 
cline and was sufficient to support the mar- 
ket. At the lowest in the early trading, prices 
were 8 to 7 points down. At the end of the 
first half hour of business they were 2 points up 
to 3 points down, compared with yesterday's 
final quotations. 

The market was inactive until 11 o'clock, when 
the weekly weather reports were read to the 
ring. They were called exceedingly bullish, 
es they stated that practically all paris of the 
cotton belt were experiencing too much (dry 
weather and too high temperatures.

No great amount of excite- 
ment attended the day's trading and the old 
crop months held back; since the new crops, 
however, were very strong after the first hour 
of trading and at all times had a good un- 
dertone.

In 
ite summary of conditions over the cotton belt 
the weather bureau said that temperatures dur- 
ing the week ranked from 1 to 10 degrees over 
the normal and that only light precipitation 
occurred. For Louisiana, the report said that 
the weather had been too warm and dry _§ for 
farming operations In Georgia vegetation was 
esata to have suffered from drought and glar- 
Ing eunshine. Droughty conditions were re- 
ported over the greater part of Texas; severe 
@rought was noted in the southeastern coun- 
ties of North Carolina: in Tennessee the 
drought was oalied one of the most prolonged 
on record. Tt was stated that tn Arkansas 
rain was needed generally. In Mississippi the 
@roucht was called severe over the greater por- 
tion of the estate, with excersively hot tempera- 
tures. In Oklahoma temperature averaged 8 
degrees over the normal and it was said that 
rain was urgently needed. These features of the 
weekly report were mainly responsible for the 
buying of new crop options. 

The opinion among many professiona) trad- 
ere in cotton is that the cotton crop is rapidly 
getting into a critical state and rather unex- 
pected confirmation of this view was received 
from the officiais of weather returns noted 
above. 


Dry Goods. 


New York. June 6.—The sales of export 
goods to China are reported to have reached 
about 2.000 bales for delivery up to Septem- 
ber.

PREVAILS IN STOCKS 


Little Desire to Purchase Other 
Than Securities of Stand- 
ard Class. 


New York, June 6—A heavy tone 
characterized today’s stock market and 
trading was lifeless. Stocks moved in 
a hesitating way and in no imper- 
tant instances were the losses mate- 
rial, Dut the sagging tendency which 
developed yesterday still prevailed to- 
day and to an extent which suggested 
that the recent upward movement had 
expended itseif, for the time, at least. 
In financial, as well as speculative cir- 
cles, some disappointment is expressed 
at the failure of the public to show 
greater interest in the market for 
securities. It had been hoped hat aft- 
er the decisions in the anti-trust cases 
were made known there would be a 
pronounced revival in trading, and for 
a time there were indications that this 
change had taken place. 

This outside demand, however, has 
falicn off abruptly. Aside from the 
continued inquiry, for bonds, invest- 
ors manifest little desire to purchase 
securities other than those of ‘the 
standard class, an attitude which may 
be Cue, in part, to the belief that the 
prevailing level of prices is not espe- 
clally attractive 

The hesitation of the market may be 
attributed, to some extent to a desire 
to await the forthcoming government 
crop report whch is expected to exer- 
cise considerable influence upon sen- 
timent. 

Advices from the west reported a 
further cut in the prices of certain 
steel products.

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‘Arrests Are Being Made in the 
Cy’ of Mexico 


It Is Alleged That Government 
Officials Are Involved in the 
Conspiracy----Madero Sched- 
uled to Reach the Capital 
This Morning.

Mexico City, Mexico, June 6.—Flow-~- 
ers, flags and miles of bunting have 
given the capital a festive appearance, 
but on the records of the police de- 
partment there is a grim reminder that 
friends of Francisco I. Madero were 


not needlessly apprehensive regarding 
his visit. This afternoon 
Villaceneia, a former chief of detec- 
tives, was arrested on information that 
appears to connect him with the plot 
whose discovery resulted in the im- 
prisonment of W. L, Dunn, an Ameri- 
can, at Monterey, and Daniel Devil- 
liers, a Boer, at El Paso. 

Three Prominent Men Suspected. 

Evidence concerning the conspiracy 
and its authors is in the hands of the 
authorities, and upon this information 
orders of arrest have been issued for 
three men prominent in government 
affairs, who, it is believed, will be 
companions in jail of Villacencia be- 
fore morning. 

Determined that no untoward inci- 
dent shall be recorded when Madero 
arrives in the morning, or during his 
stay in the capital, imperative orders 
have been issued for the speedy appre- 
hension of all those whose names are 
connected with the -conspiracy. To- 
morrow scores of detectives will move 
through the crowds, and at no time 
will an officer of the law be far from 
the carriage of the national hero. 

That the conspiracy to kill the leader 
of the late revolution did exist is now 
no longer doubted, but the police be- 
lieve the measures taken. will make it 
practically impossible to carry into 
execution any details of the plot. 

Tomorrow will be observed as a 
complete holiday by a great majority 
of the residents. Most business houses 
will be closed in order that the em- 
ployees may participate in the festivi- 
ties. 

Chorus of Girls to Sing. 

Madero and his party are due at 10 
o’clock. 

At the station a brief speech of wel- 
come will be made, a tribute will be 
paid by a group of women, led by the 
wife of Aquiles Serdan, the man who 
was killed in his house at Puebla 
when the police raided it on November 
20; a chorus of girls will sing the na- 
tional hymn, and a male chorus will 
sing a song dedicated to Madero. The 
mareh will be to the national palace, 
where it is probable a speech will be 
made by the city’s guest. From, there 
he will be escorted to his residence in 
Colonia Juarez. This closes the cele- 
bration until night, when fireworks 
will be sent up from the zocalo. 

Tonight the governor of the federal 
district, Alberto Garcia Grandes, is- 
sued a manifesto beginning with the 
words, “The apostle of democracy is 
at the gates of thecity,”’ and urging al] 
Mexicans to, control themselves during 
the celebration. He begs all to ob- 
serve the law to see to it “that this 
glorious day is not marred by a single 
drop of Mexican blood.” 
WIDESPREAD PLOT DISCOVERED 

AGAINST THE REBEL LEADER 

Juarez, Mexico, June 6—A _  wide- 
spread plot against Prancisco 1, Made- 
ro, Jr., with ramifications in San An- 
tonio, El Paso, New York and Mexico 
City, has been discovered, according 
to news coming from Mexican govern- 
ment officers today. | 

The first purpose of the instigators 
is said to be the establishment in the 
cities named of juntas similar to those 
of the revelutionary party, and then 
to carry on a systematic effort to 
hamper Madero and to restore to pow- 
er a political element that was ousted 
when President Diaz resigned. 

Secret service mén in various parts 
of Mexico have been instructed to 
make arrests in the hope that the 
movement may be broken up before 
it assumes any considerable propor- 
tion. 

Abram Gonzales, provisional gov- 
ernor of Chihuahua, today announced 
he had been compelled to postpone his 
trip to Chihuahua because of a threat 
on his life. He said he had received 
word that an offer . of $40,000 had 
been made to prevent his reaching Chi- 
huahua. The information came from 
such a source that he did not hesitate 
to postpone his trip. 

In connection with the arrests of 
Cruz Rey, a former federal jefe po- 
litico, who is in jail here, experts to- 
day examired the bomb which was 
seized when about to be taken into 


the ball room where Madero was en- 
tertained the night before he left 


Mexico City. The bomb contained two 


sticks of dynamite, a fuse and a cap, 
and was loaded with sixteen‘pieces of 
rough iron.

Urged by President Taft, Re- 
port Will Be Made in 10 Days. 
Stanley Believes Report Will 
Show Violations of Law Oth- 
er Than Anti-Trust Act. 


Washington, June 6.—Within about 
ten. days the results of the investiga- 
tion by the bureau of corporations into 
the organization and conduct of the 
United States Steel Corporation will be 
placed on the desk of President Taft. 

It will then rest with the president 
and Attorney General Wickersham 
whether the administration will begin 
préceedings in the courts dgainst the 
alleged steel trust under the Sherman 
anti-trust law. 

The hastening of the report is the 
result of directions issued by the pres- 
ident to Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor Nagel. It is said the informa- 
tion gathered by the bureau will be 


turned over to the house commitfee, |}: 


which is now conducting the steel trust 
inquiry. 

It wa3 this report Which Judge E. H. 
Gary said, in testifying before the 
Stanley committee a few days ago, 
cost the steel corporation hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. It will represent 
the result of several years’ probing by 
corporation experts of the government. 

Flood of Light Predicted. 

The alleged activity of the adminis- 
tration, since the house committee in- 
stituted its inquiry, today drew from 
Chairman Stanley a statement in which 


he said: 

“Senator Culberson, myself and oth- 
ers who have studied this question 
have long harbored the suspicion that 
somewhere in the archives of the gov- 
ernment there was evidence that would 
trrow a flood of light upon the acts 
and doings of the United States Steel 
Corporation. The judiciary committee 
of the senate made the most strenuous 
efforts t> ascertain these facts at a 
time when the absorption of the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron Company by the 
Steel Corporation could hardly have 
been ‘called consummated. I regret 
that ‘reasons of state’ then existed 
which prevented the giving of this in- 
formation to the people of the United 
States. 

“One year ago I was advised by 
Representative Parker, of New Jersey, 
then chairman of the house judiciary 
committee, that neither the president 
nor the attorney general favored a 
resolution of inquiry into the United 
States Steel -Corporation. When the 
resolution to have the department of 
justice advise congress as to the very 
conditions into which we are now in- 
quiring, was favorably reported, the 
attorney general, with the advice ant 
approval of the president, so I am ih- 
formed, refised to furnish this infor- 
mation on the ground that it was not 
compatible with public policy. 


“It Was Pigeonholed. 


“It wWas_well known. that this resolu- 
tion, although feartily approved by 
the people and press, was, over my re- 
peated protests, pigeonholed in the 
rules committee during the last con- 
gress. + , tJ 

“IT am delighted to know whatever 
those ‘reas@ns of state’ were they no 
longer exist, and we will at last be 
furnished with the information which 
has been so long refused; that the de- 
partment of justice and;sthe bureau of 
corporations will take us into their 
confidence. 

“IT am neither a prophet nor a son 
of a prophet, but TIT have an abiding 
faith that the department of justice 
will discover some violations of laws 
other than the anti-trust act, if they 
will read the rearings alrgady had by 
this commitee. 

“IT invite the attention of the de- 
partment to the terminal charges and 
other azréements between the United 
States Steel Corporation and common 
carriers,”

fee] that we have succeeded in a 
great measure, and. that en measure 
would have been full at the end of 
this year had we not been interfered 
with. 

“The unjust reflection upon your 
commission in the report made without 
knowledge or investigation, and in the 
ordinance, under the circumstances 
forbids that we should longer serve 
as commissioners in connection with 
your cemetery committee, the chair- 
man of which, though ex-officio @ 
member, and vice-chairman of the 
commission, has never attended but 
one meeting of the commission, and 
admits that he was never in the ceme- 
tery but once—on Memoria! Day. 

“We therefore herewith and hereby 
respectively tender our resignations as 
members of the cemetery commission, 
to take effect immediately; and we 
each and all positively decline to serve 
longer on said commission. 

“William S. Thomson, chairman; 
George S. Lowndes, John Berkele and 
J. A. Fischer. Dr. Joseph Jacobs, the 
other member of the commission, is 
not in the city.

Chairman Thomson Talks. 

To a representative of The Consti- 
tution, William Thomson, chairman of 
the commission, made a statement of 
the causes leading up to the action of 
that body. 

He said that in The Georgian of May 
24 he saw what was apparently an in- 
terview witr Carl Guess, who is chair- 
man of the cemetery committee, and has 
a son in the employ of Mr. Means, who 
is a contractor for caring for private 
lots in Oakland cemetery, from which’ 
he got his first intimation that some 
plot was being hatched for somebody's 
benefit—that the article abounded in 
misstatements, but that neither he nor 
any other members of the commission 
paid any attention to it, until a report 
was made to council on the fifth, signed 
by all the members of the committee, 
but evidently the effusion of Mr. Guess 
alone. 

He said that this report, which is not 
correct in its statement, was accompa- 
nied by an ordinance aboiishing the 
positions of supertntenidcnt anc regis- 
trar. and both were referred to the 
cemetery commission. 

He said that the clerk of council sent 
the papers up to the meeting of the 


commission, and that the commissicn 


of which he had a copy. 

Mr. Thor,sor stated that the commit- 
tee never sought any infsra.ation from 
the commission, or treated the commis- 
sion with ordinary courtesy, and tnat 
the commissicnh ‘did not want to have 
any further connection ‘vith the com- 
mittee. 


Councilman Guess Talks. 
In a statement made to a Constitu- 
tion reporter, Councilman Guess said: 


“Fully three weeks ago, I was be- 
sieged with urgent requests from 
members of the council and citizens to 
cut down expenses in the cemetery 
system. After. careful consideration, I 
called a meeting of the cemetery com- 
mittee. Owing to prevailing circum- 
stances, there were only three mem- 
bers present, Councilman Sisson, Stoy 
and myself. It was then decided to 
advocate merging the two positions, 
registrar and superintendent, into one, 
a general superintendent. The matter 
was referred to the council, and an 
ordinance drawn. This ordinance was 
to the effect that the .registrar be 
abolished, and one man do the work 
of both superintendent and registrar, 
at the salary paid the former superin- 
tendent, $150 per month. This general 
superintendent, understand me, was to 
be selected by the commission board, 
and even if I wanted to place a favor- 
ite in the position, I had not the 
slightest chance.” 

“As to my having been at a meeting 
of the commission board only once, 
that is all true. At a meeting of the 
council.some time ago, Mr. Thomson 
himself, made the statement that as 
I was busily engaged among the courts 
there was no urgent need of my hav- 
ing to attend the commission board's 
meetings, unless Mr. Thomson was 
taken sick: and I was called upon to 
take his place. Therefore seeing their 
attitude and knowing I was not need- 
ed I did not attend but one meeting.” 

When told: by the reporter that in 
the resignation of the commission 
board it was claimed that Mr. Guess 
had visited Oakland cemetery only 
once, and that was on Memortal day, 
Mr. Guess said: 

“That is utterly without foundation. 
TI have been in the cemetery three 
times this year, and was intending to 
make a trip there tomorrow in com- 
pany with other parties. However, the 
only truth in that statement was that 
I visited the cemetery on Memorial 
day. It was then I made a thorough 
investigation of affairs there, and was

Continued From Page One. — 


only the full membership of the gen- 
eral committee, but by upwards of 100 
others, all qf whom were not only 
intensely interested in what trans- 
pired, but were apparently unanimous 
in their suport of the commission gov- 
ernment move. 

Fred J. Paxon called the meeting to 
order and recognized James R. Gray, 
who introduced resolutions setting out 
the city’s need for a less unwieldly 
form of government, outlining in a 
general way what it is believed will be 
best for the city, and disclaiming any 
effort to bind the people of Atlanta to 
any action that either the body gath- 
ered or the committee later appointed 
might do, 

Committee of Five. : 

The matter of appointing a com- 
mittee to'draft a commission charter 
was then taken up. It was moved 
that a committee of seven be appoint- 
ed, and a substitute that this number 
be inrceased. A ‘substitute for the 
substitute provided that the committee 
consist of only five members in. order 
to. facilitate its work. This amend- 
ment was carried by an overwhelming 
majority, and was later made unani- 
mous. 

In speaking on an amendment. to 
make the committee one of ten men so 
as to represent each ward thereon, 
Charles T. Hopkins apparently voiced 
the sentiment of the meeting when he 
said: 

“Ward lines are one of the very 
greatest evils of our present system. 
Atlanta is one city, and I for one want, 
above everything else, to see the ward 
lines abolished for good and always. 
I ..ve in Atlanta, not in any one par- 
ticular portion of the city, and I have 
just as much interest in one portion 
as I have in another. We _ should 
choose the best men obtainable without 
reference to where they live. They are 
all Atlantans, and that is sufficient.” 

Mr. Hopkins’ speech was Wildly 
cheered, and the motion to amend was 
withdrawn. 

The committee of five was appointed 
and made subject to the call of Chair- 
man Maddox. It is proposed that it 
shall hold its first meeting this morn- 
ing, and that the work it is to do shall 
be pushed forward with all possible 
rapidity. It was shown that it woulda 
be necessary to advertise the applica- 
tion for a new charter for thirty days 
before the bill was introduced in the 
legislature, and for this reason there is 
urgent need of haste if the bill is to be 
brought up at the June session of the 
legislature. 


Resolutions Adopted. 


Following are the resolutions in full 
as adopted by the committee of 100: 

“Whereas, At a recent meeting of a 
large number of the citizens of Atlanta, 
representing practically every calling 
and profession, it was declared to be 
the sense of that meeting that immedi- 
ate, steps should be taken to procure 
the necessary legislation, from the gen- 
eral assembly, soon to convene, to the 
end that the question of adopting a 
commission form of government, under 
a suitable charter, may be submitted 
to the qualified voters of Atlanta; and 

“Whereas, The chairman of said meet- 
ing was directed to name a committee 
of one hundred or more representative 
citizens to prepare and submit to the 
general assembly such a charter as in 
the judgmient of the committee will pro- 
vide for the city of Atlanta an accept- 
able form of government, under a com- 
mission to be created thereby; and 

“Whereas, The one hundred citizens 
here assembled, selected in part from 
those who attended the meeting afore- 
said and the remainder from the city 
at large, were appointed as a commit- 
tee to prepare and submit to the gen- 
eral assembly such a cnarter as in the 
judgment of this committee will pro- 
vide for the city of Atlanta a suitable 
form of commission government, and 
to urge its enactment; and 

“Whereas, It was not the purpose of 
said meeting, in the appointment of this 
committee, or in the procurement of 
the necessary legislation providing for 
the adoption of such a charter, to there- 
by commit either the city of Atlanta, as 
a municipality, or any qualified voter, 
to the charter thus obtained, or to the 
plan of government by commission, 
but merely for the purpose of submit- 
ting the same of the qualified voters of 
this city for adoption or rejection; now, 
therefore, be it 

“Resolved, And it is hereby declared 
to be, the sense of this committee of 
citizens, that the time haS arrived when 
we are convineed that the business and 
affairs of the city of Atlanta can be 
administered more satisfactorily, more 
wisely and with far greater economy 
and efficiency under a commission gov- 
ernment, with ample -provision in the 
charter for initiative, referendum and 
recall by the people, than is possible 
under the present cumbersome legisla- 
tive and execitive system. 

“Resolved, further, That this commit- 
tee reflecting the unanimous opinion of 
the meeting by which it was appointed, 
as well as the individual. belief of the 
members, disclaims altogether any pur- 
pose to assail in any manner those 
public sérvants who have served the 
city so long and faithful under our 
present system. We expressly declare 
that the weakness and inefficiency of 
our city government is to be found not 
in the officials, but in the antiquated 
and well-nigh obsolete methods made 
necessary by our present city charter. 

Finally Up-to People, 

“Resolved, further, That the charter 
to be prepared and submitted tothe 
general assembly for enaetment, will 
not, and is not intended to bind.a sin- 
gle voter to its acceptance. That after 
the necessary  legislation-..shall have 
been obtained, the question of adopting 
or rejecting the proposed commission 
form of government shall be submitted 
to the qualified voters of .Atlanta and 
their desire as it may be expressed at 
the ballot box will determine whether 


jor not the new, charter shall be accept- 
ed or rejected. ~ 


“Resolved, further; That in the opin- 
ion of this committee, the people of At- 
lanta are entitled, if they so desire, to 
substitute a commission form of gov- 
ernment, for the present cumbersome 
and inadequate plan of conducting the 
public business; that the only way in 
which they can. make known their pref-| 
erence is by the preparation and sub- 
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ligious tolerance. ; 
“Nothing could more clearly .show 

the character of the man whose jubilee

‘nial that this assembly is to his value 
‘as a neighbor in the community of 
, Baltimore. If you would find what a 
‘man is go to. hig home and his neigh- 
bers, and there, if everything that. he 
does and says rings true, and shows 
‘his heart-whole interest in the wel- 
fare of men and women and children 
near about him, you have the strongest 
hey of his virtues as a lover of man- 
ind. 

“Born in Baltimore, educated in Ire- 
land, made a priest in Maryland, a 
curate in North Carolina, a bishop In 
tichmond, a co-adjutor in Baltimore, 
archbishop of Baltimore and successor 

-of Archbishop Carroll and Archbishop 

Kendrick in the primatical see of this 
country, he was called to the high 
position of cardinal June 7, 1886 by 
Leo XIIT.. . ° 

“In spite of the burden and respon- 
Sibilities of his high position in tne 
church,. he has taken part in the many 
great movements for the betterment of 
ihankind and has shown himseir not 
only a good Catholic in the church 
sense, but he has been broadly Cacho- 
l'c in the secular sense of that word, 
so that the affection “felt for him by 
his co-religionists has spread to all 
aderominations and to ali the people 
who are quick to perceive a disin- 
terested friend.

“While the American people may dif- 
fer among themselves on questions of 
dogma,” Col. Roosevelt said, “they

We read now and then 
about people cemplaining that’ the 
churches are growing smaller and that 
they are losing their influence. But 
there will be no complaints in the 
future if every..church makes as its 
cardinal principle the rendering of 
service to the people.

He has shown by his life that 
justice can come only through law 
and order. He has set an example for 
all of us by the things for which he 
has striven and the way in which he 
has striven,” 

“Words,” Senator Root said, “how- 
ever eloquent,. are but feeble in ex- 
pressing the meaning of such an as- 
semblage as. this. The fact that not 
only the friends and neighbors of 
Baltimore, but that these representa- 
tives of all parts of our country, many 
of.us of widely different religious be- 
lief, are. here, shows more than words 
the deep significance of this occasion. 


Chureh and State. 


“It means that America can do what 
was impossible to do in lands less free 
and ages less trafned in humanity; it 
shows that the doctrine of the separa- 
tion of church atid State does not mean 
a separation of’ the people from ali re- 
ligious belief? Cardinal Gibbons fllus- 
trates the union’ of service ‘to the 
state and’ service’.to God. He is a 
bulwark against atheism and anarchy; 
a bulwark against the tearing down of 
morality and government upon which 
the foundation of our country depend.” 

“The affection for Cardinal Gib- 
bons,” Speaker Clark said, “is just as 
strong west of the great river as it is 
east. He has been a potent force for 
good among both Catholics and re- 
publicans. No man ever served in 
either house of congress or in both as 
long as he; no man ever served on the 
supreme bénch that long; only one 
judge ever sat as long as Cardinal 
Gibbons; only one officer of the navy, 
and no officer of the ’army has served 
that long. I wish him peace, prosper- 
ity and length of days.” 

Response of-.the Cardinal. 
In his response, Cardinal Gibbons 


Said in part: 

‘Tt consider the republic of the 
United States one of the most precious 
heirlooms ever bestowed on mankind 
down the ages, and that it is the duty, 
and should be the- delight, of every 
citizen to. strengthen and perpetuats 
our government by the observance of 
its laws, and by the integrity of his 
private life. ‘Righteousness,’ says the 
Book Of Proverbs, ‘exalteth a nation, 
but sin is a reproach to the people.’ 

‘If our governrment is destined to be 
enduring it must rest on the eternal 
principles of justice, truth and right- 
eousness, and these principles must 
have for tteir sanction the recogni- 
tion of a Stpreme Being who created 
all things by His power, who governs 
them by His wisdom, and whose su- 
perintending providence watches oyer 
the affairs of nations and of men. 

“Our government, from its dawn to 
the present time, has been guided by 
Christian ideals, It has recognized the 
existence of a superintending Provi- 
dence. 

“It is true, indeed, that there is no 
Official unjon -ef ehurch and -state in 
this country. But we must not infer 
from this that there is any antagonism’ 
between.the civil and religious author- 
ities. Far from it; the church and 
state move on parallel lines. They 
mutually assist one another. The state 
holds over the spiritual rulers the 
aegis of its protection without inter- 
fering with the sacred and God-given 
rights of conscience. And the church 
on her part helps to enforce the civil
